== For cuery thing as it 1s 
one better than another, ſo is it fuller of 
change ; The Heauens themſclues continu- 
ally turne , the Szarres moue , the Hloone 
changech ; Fire whirleth, Aire flyeth, Vater 
ebbs and flowes , the face ofthe Earth alte- 
reth her lookes , ze {tates not ; the Colour 
that is moſt light will take molt dyes : ſoe 
in Men, they that hauethe molt reaſon are 
che molt intolerable in cheir deſignes js

the darkeſt or moſt ignorant, doe ſeldom- 
eſt change ; therefore Women changing 
more than Men, haue alſo more Reaſon. 
They cannot be immutable like ſtockes , 
lixe ſtones, like the Farths dull Center ; 
Gold that lyeth (till, ruſteth ; Water , cor- 
rupteth;Airethat moueth not, poyſoneth; 
then why ſhould that which is che perte- 
ction of other things , be imputed to Wo- 
men as greateſt imperfection » Becauſe 
thereby they deceiue men. Are not your 
wits pleaſed with thoſeteſts, which coozen 
your expectation ? You can call it Pleaſure 
tobe beguild in troubles, and in the moſt 
excellent toy in the world , you call it 
T reacherie:I would you had your Miſtreſſes 
ſo conſtant,that they would neuerchange, 
no nor ſo much as their {jocks , then 
ſhould you ſee what {luttiſh vertue , Con- 
ſtancy were. Inconſtancy 1s a molt commen- 
davle and cleanly quality , and Women 1 
this quality are farre more abſolute than 
che Heauens , than the Starres, Moone, or 
any thing beneach it; for long ng 
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tamed nor commanded by vs. Women are 


hath pickt cercamnty out of their nautabili- 
ty. The Learned are fo well acquainted 
with the Starrs, Signes and Planets , that 
they make them but Characters, to read 
the meaning of the Heauen in his own fore- 
head. Euery ſ1mple Fellow can beſpeake 
the change of the Moonz a great whule be- 
forehand : but I would faine haue the 
learnedſ{t man fo skilfull , as to tel] when 
the ſimpleſt Woman meancth to vane. 
Learning affords no rules to know , much 
lefle knowledge to rule the mind of a Wo- 
man : For as Philoſophy teache.h us , that 
Light things do almayes tend opwards, and hea- 
uy things decline downeward ; Expenenee.tea- 
cheth vs otherwiſe, that the diſpolitiqn ofa 
Lizht Woman,1s to falldowne, the nature 
of Women being contrary to all Art and 
Nature. Women are like Flics, which feed 
among vs at our Table , or Fleas ſucking 
our very blood, who leaue not our molt re- 
tired places free from their familiarity, yet 
for all their fellowſhip wall they neuer be

like the Sus, which 1s violently carried one 
way , yet hath a proper courſe contrary : 
ſothough they , by the maſtery of ſome 0- 
uer-ruling churli{h husbands , are forced 
to his Byas, yet hauec they a motion of their 
owne , which their husbands neuer know 
of. It is the nature of nice and faſtidious 
minds toknow things onely to be weary of 
them : Women by their [lye changeableneſſe, 
and pleaſing doubleneſle, preuent cuen the 
miſlike of thole , for they can neucr be fo 
well knowne, but that there is ſtil] more 
vaknowne. Euery Woman 1s a Science; for 
hee that plods vpon a Woman all his life 
long, ſhall at length find himſelfe ſhort of 
the knowledge of her: they are borne to 
take downe the pride of wit , and Ambiti- 
on of wiſdome , making fooles wiſe in the 
aduenturing to winne them, wiſemen fooles 
in conceit of loſing their labours ; witty 
men ſtarke mad , being confounded with 
their vncertaimnties. Philoſophers write a- 
gainſt chem for ſpice, not deſert , that ha- 
uing attained to ſome knowledge umn _ 0- 
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ther things, in them onely they know no- 
thing,but are meerely 1gnorant : AFiy: and 
Exp:rienced men raile again(t them,becauſe 
they loue in their lueletle & decrepir age, 
when all goodneſle leaues them. Theſe 
enuious Libellers ballad againſt them , be- 
cauſe hauing nothing in themſelues able 
to deſerue their loue , they maliciouſly 
diſcommend all they cannot obraine, thin- 
king to make men beleeue they know 
much , becauſe they are able co diſpraiſe 
much ,and rage againſt Izconſtancy , when 
they were neuer admitted into ſo much 
fauour as to bee forſaken. In mine Opi- 
nion ſuch Men are happy that Wo- 
men are [nconſtant, for ſo may they chance 
to be beloued of ſome excellent Women 
(when it comes to their turne) out of their 
Inconſtancy and mutability though not out 
of their owne deſert. And what reaſon 1s 
there to clog any Woman with one Man, 
be he neuer ſo ſingular» Women had ra- 
ther , andit 1s farre better and more Indi- 


Ciall to enioy all the vertues in ſeuerall 
B Men, 
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Men . than bur ſome bf them 11 one, for 0- 
Woewiſe chey loſe th-ir taſte, like diuerſe 
 fortsof meare munced rogether n one diſh: 

and co haue all excellencies in one Man (1t 
it were poilible) 1s Confufon and Diverjity. 

Now who can deny, bur ſich as are obſti- 
nately bent to vnderualue their worth, are 
thoſe that haue not ſoule enough to com- 
prehend their excellency , Women being 
the molt excellentelt Creatures , in that 
Man 1s able to ſubiect all chings elſe, & 
to grow wiſe in euery thing, bur [tl] per- 
Gits 2 foole in Woman ” The grearelt 
Scholler if he once take a wife . is found fo 
vnlearned , that he mult begin Its Horne- 
booke, and all is by {yconſtancy.'To conclude 
therefore ; this name of Iuconſtancy , which 
hath ſo much beene poiſoned with ſlaun- 
ders, ought to be changed into variety, for 
the which the world 1s ſo delighttfull , and

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Concord , 1s but an Euc: Conituation of 
chings; in which Exexnejſe Wee Cai Expect 
no change , no motion ; therefore no jzcreaſe 

or auzmentation, Which 15 a member of 7 o- 
$700. And if this pattie and peace Can gine in- 
creaſe to things , how mightily 1s diſcord 
and warre £0 that purpoſe, which are it 
deed the onely ordinary Parents Of Peace. 
Diſcord is neuer ſo barren that it affords no 
fruit; for the fall of one eſtate is at the wortt 

_ the zzcres/er of another, becauſe it 1s as 1m- 
pollible to find a diſcommodity without ad- 
uantage , asto find Corruption without Ge- 
aeration : But 1t 15 the Nature and Office of 
Concord tO pr cſerue onely , which property 
whenit leaues,ic differs from it ſelfe, which 
is the greatelt diſcord of all. All wiffories& 
Emperics gayned by warre , and all Tudicial 
decidings of doubts in peace , I doe claime 
children of Diſcord. And whocan deny but 
Controuerfies in Religion are growne greater 
by diſcord, and not the C ontroucrfie , but Re- 
ligion it ſe]fz : For ina troubled miſery Men 
are alwa1ces more Religious than 1n a ſecure 
Peacee 
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peace. The number of good men, the onely 
charitable nouriſhers of Concord, wee ſee 1s 
thinne, and daily melts and waines ; but of

Courted, and welcomed , or 
elſc they abandonvs. And that old Axiome, 
nibil inuita , Q&& c. mult not be faid thou /bal, 
but thou wilt doe nothing againſt Nature ; 


fo vawilling he notes vs to curbe our natu-. 


rall appetites. Wee call our baſtards alwayes 
our naturall iſue , and wee define a Foole by 
nothing ſoordinary , as by the name of Na- 
zurall. And that poore knowledge where: 


by we conceiuc what raine is, what wind, 
what Thunder, we call Metapbyſicke, ſuper- 
natural ; ſuch: ſmall things , ſuch no things 
doe we allow to our pliant Natures appre- 
henſ1on, Laſtly , by following her, _ 
__— 0 
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loſe the pleaſant , and lawfull Commodi- 
ties of this life , for we ſhall drinke water 
and cate rootes , and thoſe not ſweet and 
delicate , as now by Mans ay: and induſtry 
theyare made: wee ſhall loſe all the ne- 
cellities of ſocieties, lawes, arts , and ſciences , 
which areall the wor kemanſhip of Man: yea, 
we ſhall lacke the laſt beſt refuge of mutery 
Death ; becauſe yo death ir naturall : for it yee 
wil notdare to call all death violewt(though 
L ſeenot why fckneſſes be not -wiolences ) yet 
cauſes Of all deaths proceed of the defztt 
that which ature made perfeCt,and would 
preſerue , and therefore all again(t nature. 
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T hat only (| nd dare Dye, 


Sera Atrcames are equally remooued 
W from the meaxe ; ſo that headlong

2 walowr , as backward Cowardice : 
of which fort I reckon iultly all yn-inforced 


deaths. When will your valiant man dye 


of necellity ? 10 Cowards ſutter what cannot 
be auoided : and to runne into death -onim- 
portun'd , is tOrunneinto the firlt condem- 
ned deſperateneſle. Will hedye when hee 
iS rich and happy? then by liuing hee may 
doe more good: and in Affittions and miſe- 
rics, death 1s the choſen refuge of Cowards. 
F ortiter ille facit , qui mijer eſſe poteſs. 
But it 1s taught and practiſed among our 
Gallants, 
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Gallants , that rather than our reputations 
ſuffer any maime , or weeany miſery , wee 
ſhall offer our breſ#s to the *ammons mouth, 
yea to our ſwords points : And this ſeemes 
a very braue and a very climbing (which 
is a Cowardly, earthly , and indeed a ve- 
ry groveling) ſpirit. Why doe they chaine 
theſe {laues to the Gallyes , but that they 
thruſt their deaths , && would at euery looſe 
leape into the /ea > Why doe they take 
weapons from condemned men, but to barre 
them of that eaſe which Cowards affect , 4 
ſpeedy death. Truly this life is a Tempeſt and 
a warfare, and he which dares dye, toeſcape 
the Anguiſh of it , ſeemes to me , but ſo va- 
liant , as he which dares hayg himſelfe, leſt 
he bee preſ# to the wars. I haue ſeene one in 
that extremity of .ZAelancholy , which was 
then become Madneſſe , to make his owne 
breathan Inflrument to ſtay his breath , and 
labour to choake himſelfe ; but alas , hee 
was mad. And we knew another that lan- 
guiſhed vnder the oppreſsion of a poore di/- 
grace {0 much, that he tooke more paines to 
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dye , than-would haue ſerued to haue nou- 
riſhed life and ſpirit enough to haue our li- 
ued his di{zgrace. W hat Foole will call chis 
CowardlineſJe , Falour ? Or this Bafenzfſe, Hu- 
mility * Andlaſtly,oftheſe men which dye 
the Alezgoricall death of entring into Relisi- 
on , how few aretourd fic for any ſhew of 
valiancy ? but onely a ſoft and ſupple metal, 
made onely for Cowardly ſoltarineſſe

holders laugh:for fooles are the molt laughed 
at , and laugh the leaſt themſelues of any. 
And Nature ſaw this f1culty to be ſo neceſ- 
fary in Man , that ſhe hath beene concenc 
that by more cauſes we ſhould be importu- 
nedco /augh , than tathe exerciſe of any 0- 
cher power ; for things in themſelues verer- 
ly contrary, beget this ettect ; for we laugh 
_ both at wirzy and ab/urd things : At both 
which forts I haue feene Men Jaueh /o long, 
and /o earneſtly , that at laſt chey haue weps 
that they could laugh no more. And there- 
fore the Poz; hauing deſcribed the quizineſſe 
EL of 
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of a wiſe retired man, faith in one , what we 
haue ſaid before in many lines ;-Quid facit 
Caniu tuu3? rider. Wehaue recetued that euen 
the Extremity of laughing , yea of weeping al- 
ſo, hath beene accounted wiſedome : And 
that Democritus and Heraclitus, the lowers 
of theſe Extreames , haue beene called lo- 
uwers of wiledome, Now among our wiſe- 
mes 1 doubt not , but many would bee 
found who would laugh at Heraclitu wee- 
ping , none whuch weepe at Democritus 
aughing. Ar the hearing of Comedies or 
other witty reports , I haue noted ſome, 
which not — zeſts , &KCc. haue 
yerchoſen thisas the beſt meanes to ſeeme 
wiſe and vnderſtanding, tO Iaugh when their 
Companions laugh ; and I haue preſumed 
chem i2norant, whom I hane ſeene pwmoued. 


A Foole if he come into a Princes Court, and 


ſeea Gay man leaning at the wall , ſo gli- 
ſtering ,and 10 painted 1n many colours , that 
heis hardly diſcerned , from one of the pj. 
tures inthe Arras, hanging his body like an 
Iron-bound-cheſt , girt in and thicke ribb'd

Say againe , that the body

this mind may be confounded 
with /oule without any violenceor iniuſtice 
to Reaſon. Or Philoſophy : then the ſoule 1t. 
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ſeemes is enabledby our body , not this by 
it. My Body licenſeth my ſonle to ſee the 
Worlds beautics through mine eyes; to 
heare pleaſanc things thorough mine eares; 
andaffords it apt Organs for the conueiance 
of all perceiueable delight. But alas! my 
ſoul: cannot makeany part , that 1s not of it 
_ {elfedifpoſed, to ſee or heare, though with- 
out doubt ſhe beasableS as willing co ſee 
behind as before. Now if my ſoule would 
ſay,that ſhee enables any part to taſt theſe 
pleaſures , but is her ſelte onely delighted 
with thoſe rich i —_— which her in- 
ward eyes and ſenſes apprehend , ſhee ſhould 
difſemble; forT ſec her often ſolaced with 
beauties, which ſhee ſees through mine eyes, 
and with mufcke which through mine 
eares ſhe heares. "This perfefion then m 
body hath,that it can impart to my mind all 
his pleaſures ; and my mind hath ſul] many , 
that ſhee can neither teach my irdiſþoſed 
parts her faculties , nor to the belt eſpouſed 
parts ſhew it beauty of Anpells, of ujicke, 
of Spheres, whereof ſhe boaſts the Contem- 
- plation. 
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plation, Are Chaſtity , Temperance, and For- 
titude olfts of the mind ? I appeale to Phy- 


fitians whether the cauſe of theſe be not in 


the body ; health 1s the gift of the lozy , and 
patience in {1ckneſle the gift of the mind : 
then who w1ll ſay that patience 1s as good a 
happineſle , as beath, when we mult be 
extreamely miſerable to purchaſe this hap- 


pineſſe. And for nouriſhing of Ciuill ſocieties 


and mutual louz amongſt Men, which is our 
chiefe end while wee are men; I fay , this 
beauty , preſence , and proportion of the body, 
hath a more ma/culine force in begetting 
this loue , than the wertues of the mind: for 
it ſtrikes vs/uddenly,and poſleſſeth vs immo- 
derately - when to know thoſe vertyues re- 
quires ſome Tudgement in him which ſhall 
diſcerne , a long time and conuerſation be- 
tweene them. And euen at /a/f how mich 
of our faith and beleefe ſhall wee bee driven 


to beſtow , to aflure our ſclues that theſe 
Tertues are not counterfeited : for it 1s the 
ſame to be, and /ceme vertuous, becauſe that 


he that hath xo vertue , can diſſemble _ 
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but hee which hath a Jittle , may gild and 

enamel] , yea and transforme much vice in- 

to yeriue:Forallow a man to be diſcreet and 

flexibleto complaints, whichare great wer- 

£u0us gifts Of the mind , this diſcretion will be 

ro him the /oule and Elixir of all vertues , 

ſo thattouched with this,cuen pride ſhalbe 
made Humility; and Cowardice , honorable 
and wiſe wvaloyr. But in things /eene there 1s 
not this danger, for the body which thou 
loueſt and eſteemelt Faire, is faire; certenly 
ifit be not faire in perfeion , yet It 1s faire 
_ 1n the ſame gegree that thy Judgement 15 good. 
And in a faire body , Idoe ſeldome ſuſpect 
a diſproportioned mind , and as ſeldome hope 
for agood, 1n a deformed. When I ſeea poodly 
houſe Iaflure my ſelfe of a worthy poſſeſſour , 
from a ruinou weather-beaten building I turne 
away , becauſe it ſeemes either ſtuffd with 
_ evarleis as a priſon , or handled by an vnwor- 
thy and neeligent Tenant , that ſo ſuffers the 
waſte thereof. And truly the gifts of Fortuwe, 
which are riches, are onely handmaides , yea 
Pandars of the bodies pleaſure ; with their 
ſeruice 
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ſeruice wee nouriſh health , and preſerue 
dainty , and wee buy delights ; fo that -ver- 
zue Which mult bee loued for iz /elfe, and 
reſpectsno further ed, is indeed nothing : 
And riches , whoſe end is the good of the 
body , cannot bee ſo perfe&ly good, as the 
end whereto it leuells.
